“MPC is a nonpolitical planning 
body which serves in an advisory 

capacity. Its purpose is to con- 
sider the long-range needs of the 
area and to recommend far-reach- 
ing planning measures. In its ad- 
visory role it serves as a valuable 
liason force, coordinating the 
planning of various governments 

Cobb's participation in the area 
planning program would be ac- 
companied by representation on 
the commission and by financial 
support, probably calculated on 
a per capita basis. Immediate 


‘benefits would be consideration of 


traffic ills and other major prob- 


lems ‘connected wiith the coun- 
ty’s rapid growth. Recognition of 
the county on the MPC planning 
maps which are closely studied by 
industrial prospects would also be 
of. considerable value in an eco 
nomic sense. 

Lest anyone be misled, it 
should be emphasized that mem- 
bership in MPC will be no cure- 
all for local planning. To the con- 
trary, participation in area 
planning should magnify the need 
to get busy and implement a 
strong local planning department 

Meanwhile,. expansion of MPC 
is a desired move and a requisite 
for orderly development in the 


Southeast’s. largest metropolitan 
area.

New Laws Assist 


War on Obscenity 


WASHINGTON—Postal authorities are be- 
ginning to make trouble for the purveyors of ob- 
scenity who are currently misusing the U.S. 


mails to the tune of some 500 million dollars a year. It is going to take 
more time and effort and aroused public support and probably strong- 
er laws before the government can immobilize this traffic in filth 
which centers its greedy hands upon American youth. 


But some headway is being 
made. 

More complaints from more 
parents are being received by the 
Post Office Department with evi- 
dence on which it can act. 

More arrests are being made. 

A year ago complaints, mostly 
from indignant fathers and moth- 
ers, against receiving in the 
mails obscene matter or adver- 
tisements for obscene matter 
which were neither solicited nor 
wanted, numbered 50,000. During 
the present fiscal year they to- 
taled 70,000. 

A year ago there were 293 ar- 
rests for this kind of misuse of 
the mails. This represented a 45 
per-cent increase over 1957. In 
the last year, ending June 30, 
1959, there were 315 arrests. 

Until quite recently the Post 
Office Department has been 
handicapped at two points. First, 
the law permitted it to prosecute 
offenders only at the point of or- 
igin of the mail. Secondly, the 
courts were so consistently len- 
ient that the sentences represent- 
ed little more than an inconven- 
ience or the fines a modest 
charge on business operations 

But now the Post Office De- 
partment is armed with legisla- 
tion which enables it to prosecute

Georgia Tech’s Tonto Coleman, one of college 
football’s most enthusiastic supporters, jokingly infers 


the game may be going to the dogs because of the “wild 
card” substitution rule. 


“Any time the clock is stopped, a team can send in one substi- 
tute that isn’t counted against them,”’ he explained, ‘‘and about 
the quickest way in the world to get the clock stopped is to have 
a dog wander on the field. 


“One coach I know,” Tonto chuck- 
led, ‘‘plans to keep a pack of hounds 
near the bench. And any time he needs 
a timeout he’s going to turn ‘em 
loose.”” 


Miami's All-World fight manager, 
Doc Kearns, told LSU’s All-America 
halfback Billy Cannon, “You could 
make a fortune as a heavyweight 
fighter.” 


Then some nifty verbal sidestep- 
ping by the Bengal touchdown man: 
‘I plan to be a dentist. I just want to 
pull teeth—not lose ‘em.”’ 


Incidentally, Cannon pulled a mus- 
cle stretching to throw a pass against 
Mississippi State. However, his offen- 
sive replacement, 5-7, 160-pound Scoot- 
er Purvis, was physically and mentally 
Logue ready for the Maroons. 


Four years ago the Crystal Springs, Miss., scathack wanted 
to play for State, but learned that he was ‘‘too small to fit into 
their plans.”’ After scoring his first 1959 touchdown on a 15-yard 


run, Purvis quipped, ‘‘That’s one I've been waiting four years 
to get.”’ 


Speaking of ‘‘small fry,"’ Coach Andy Gustafson says of Miami's 
155-pound Fran Curci, “He's a greater all-round quarterback than 
Arnold Tucker, the All-American whom I coached during the golden 
years at West Point. Curci’s a better runner and passer than 
Tucker. And he’s greater than Tucker on defense.” 


Amusingly, when informed that South Carolina’s starting QB, 
Steve Satterfield, weighed only 152 pounds, the surprised Curci 
said, “That's ridiculous. Nobody that small would do a proper job 
of quarterbacking in college ball.” 


What a difference three pounds make. Or two inches. 


It always made Auburn halfback Tommy Lorino, a 5-8 broken- 
field terror, feel like a giant to have his picture taken with under- 
study Jimmy Pettus, a ‘“‘much shorter’’ 5-6 fellow.

Granted, freshmen scores often are misleading. But Auburn’s 
last two engagements with Alabama's Baby Tide suggest the re- 
cruiting pendulum may have swung toward Tuscaloosa. Alabama's 
freshmen won last year, 14-6, this year, 9-0. 


Perhaps another indication of Bear Brvyant’s influence on the 
state football front is the presence of only one Alabama boy on the 
Tech freshman roster.
